ON JUNE 14, 1976, AT APPROXIMATELY 9:00 A.M., 16 INDIVIDUALS 

APPEARED IN FRONT OF THE FEDERAL BUILDING, CENTER AND MAIN STREETS, 
BOWLING GREEN, KENTUCKY, CARRYING PLACARDS, DENOUNCING THE FBI AND 
THE CIA, AND PROTESTING THE TRIAL OF THE "OGLALA FOUR." THE 
FEDERAL BUILDING HOUSES THE FBI RESIDENT AGENCY IN BOWLING GREEN. 

THIS WAS A PEACEFUL DEMONSTRATION WITH THE INDIVIDUALS 
MARCHING ON THE SIDEWALK WITH NO INCIDENTS. AS THESE INDIVIDUALS 
MARCHED, THEY CHANTED "STOP THE TRIALS." THEY WERE ALSO PASSING 
OUT A LEAFLET ENTITLED "FREE THE OGLALA DEFENDANTS." THIS 
DEMONSTRATION LASTED APPROXIMATELY ONE HOUR AND ENDED AFTER THE 
BOWLING GREEN POLICE DEPARTMENT ADVISED A DEMONSTRATION COULD NOT 
BE HELD BY MORE THAN THREE PERSONS WITHOUT A PERMIT. 

THE LEAFLET REFERRED TO THE DEATH OF THE TWO FBI AGENTS 
AT PINE RIDGE RESERVATION ON JUNE 26, 1975. IT IS NOTED THE 
TWO AGENTS WERE SHOT AND KILLED AS THEY ATTEMPTED TO SERVE ARREST 
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V'JARRANTS WITHIN A FEW MILES OF THE RESERVATION COMMUNITY OF 
OGLALA .
